Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The attorney suggested removing the word "monomers" to 
overcome the 1 12 rejection, to which the Examiner agrees. The attorney, next, argued that the cinnamic acid of 
Ferguson is not the same as that of Applicant because the cinnamic acid of Ferguson is chemically process differently 
through polymerization. The Examiner disagree because no where in Ferguson does he states how the cinnamic acid 
is to be process, let alone polymerization. The Examiner requested the Attorney for evidence in Ferguson's teaching 
that the cinnamic acid as disclosed in col. 3, line 25 is something else that is not cinnamic acid. The Attorney also 
states that the cinnamic acid of Ferguson will disappear through polymerization, thus, is not in the composition. Again, 
the Examiner does not know where the Attorney derived at this teaching from Ferguson and requested evidence of 
such teaching in Ferguson that the cinnamic acid disappear in the composition due to polymerization. Lastly, the 
Attorney argued that the present composition is made from cinnamic acid, while Ferguson has cinnamic acid with other 
ingredients therein. In response, the Examiner argued that the claim language states "comprising" and in Applicant's 
specification, there are other ingredients in the composition and not just cinnamic acid, thus, there is no different from 
that of Ferguson. In conclusion, the argument against Ferguson is not persuasive, thus, the Examiner is maintaining 
her rejection. . 
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
